Thirteen Men Lined Up and Robbed 
of $6000 in Money and Jewelry 


San Francisco--Six armed automo- 
bile bandits without masks entered 
the Colonial Club, 207 Powell street, 
shortly after 4 a.m. July 28, held up 
thirteen men in the place and robbed 
them of more than $4,000 and 
jewelry valued at about $2,000. 

After robbing their victims, the 
bandits forced them to go into an 
adjoining room and lie face down- 
ward on the floor.

The police were summoned and a 
search made, but no trace of the 
robbers was found.

Mrs. Jane Pendleton’s Machine 
Plunges Down 50-Foot Bank

San Francisco—Mrs, Jane Pendle- 
ton, 72 years old, mother of Rev.

Laundry Work Is Ceaseless in Eastern 
Land, Since Invariable White 
Must Be Spotless. 


Every day is Monday in Korea. 
From early morning the thump-thump- 
thump of the washing paddle sounds 
on the bank of stream and canal. Until 
late at night the rat-a-tat-tat of the 
ironing sticks tells of the washerwom- 
en, whose work Is never done. 

The crowded hut may be dirty and 
malodorous, but the gentleman of the 
household must appear immaculate in 
loose white trousers and jacket and 
sheer long overcont of white, and his 
wife must have her spotless jacket, full 
pantaloons and voluminous: transpa- 
rent skirt. For white is the “descent 
black” of Korea. Originally the color 
of mourning, it became, like black in 
the East, the badge of respectability 
and sobriety. Though It is losing its 
vogue in the po s and larger towns, 
it is still, in the wuterior, the ordinary 
garb, winter and summer, of a large 
part of the population. 

All save the poorest, however, keep 
bright-hued feast day silks laid away 
in the family chest, and the children 
and young girls are always as _ bril- 
liant as butterflies. 

There is the interminable washing 
and ironing. Then there is the sew- 
fng—and the household) sewing tin 
Korea {is no sinall task; for all the 
garments worn by the family are 
taken apart before each washing and 
sewed together again after they are 
beaten smooth with the ironing sticks.

TURKEYS SPREAD 
GAPEWORM PEST 


Demonstrated by Experiments 
Carried on at Washington 
and on Nearby Farms. 


OLD CHICKENS NOT INFECTED 


Losses Can Be Greatly Reduced by 
Keeping Young Chickens on Ground 
That Has Not Been Exposed 
to Contamination. 
(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment’of Agriculture.) 

Turkeys are probably the natural 
hosts of the gapeworm—a serious pest 
among young chickens—and are an 
important factor ip their spread. This 
has been demonstrated by a zoologist 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture as the result of experi- 
ments and other investigations carried 
op at Washington, D. C., and on farms 

in s®veral localities in Maryland, 
Many Turkeys Harbor Gapeworms. 


During three Winter seasons begin- 
hing in December, 19:6, a total of 635 
chickens and 679 turkeys were ex- 
aimined in the Washington city market. 
No gapeworms were found in the 
chickens, but 22.5 per cent of the 
turkeys were found to be infested. 
From 1 to 8 worms were found in each 
of the infested turkeys. A report of 
these invesUgntions hus been published 
by the depurtinent in Department 
sulletin 939, “The Turkey as an Jm- 
portant Factor in the Spread of Gape- 
worms.” ” 

In view of the complete absence of 
gapeworms from .a large series of 
adult chickenS Had their common oc- 
eurrence in a similar series of adult 
turkeys, it would appear, the bulletin 
says, that adult chiekeps are poorly 
adapted aS hosts of gapeworms. That 
turkeys above % years of age may 
harbor gapeworms ts established by 
the fact that a turkey which was kept 
at the department's experiment sta- 
tion at Bethesda, Md., for three years 
after it was brought there was found 
after its death to be infested with 
u pair of worms. 

In the perpetuation of gapeworms 
from year to year on infested poultry 
furms the two chief factors, according 
to the bulletin, appear to be turkeys

ané contaminated soil. Whether, In 
the absence of turkeys from a farm, 
gsapeworm affliction among chickens 
Will regularly disappear has not been 
definitely established, but 4t seems 
provable that It may often do so. Gape- 
Worms among chickens appear to be 
more prevalent on farms where turkeys 
frequent the chicken runs than on 
farms where there are no turkeys. 
Available evidence Indicates that gapes 
has a tendency to disappear on farms 
following the removal of turkeys. 

From experiments recorded in the 
bulletin, {t has been found that chick- 
ens, unlike turkeys, are readily sus- 
ceptible to infection with gapeworms 
only while they are young. They be- 
come less susceptible as they grow 
older, Adult chickens are seldom likely 
to spread Infection, for in those tn- 
stances in which gapeworms develop 
In adult chickens the parasites are like- 
ly to live only a short time. 


Methods of Avoiding Loss. 


Losses from gapeworms can be 
greatly reduced, if not altogether 
avoided, according to the bulletin, 
by keeping young chickens on ground 
that has not heen exposed to contam- 
{nation within at least a year by 
chickens with gapes or by turkeys, 
and by excluding turkeys from !t dur- 
ing {ts occupancy by chickens. As 
gapeworms appear rarely to occur in 
adult chickens, brood hens may be as- 
soctated with young chickens with 
little risk of infection. The simplest 
means of preventing or reducing losses 
from gapes appears to be the exclusion 
of turkeys from farms where chick- 
ens are ratsed.

They 
should be braced to prevent crushing. 

The ventilators are laid in the hay 
10 or 12 feet apart horizontally and 
far enough apart vertically so that the 
distance will not be more than 8 or 10 
feet after the hay has settled. The 
ends should come out to the edge of 
the hay so as to permit free passage 
of air. ‘This will permit the carrying 
off of steum caused by evaporation and 
will preserve the bay and prevent over- 
heating. The ventilators can be made 
of various sizes of material, and, if 
strongly constructed, will last many 
vears.

| DAYS long, long gone by the 
head of a large and important 
fumily sat on a raised dais at meals, 
with members of his immediate fam- 
ily and specially honored guests. 
Others sat at a table on the floor of 
the room, the least important guests 
or retainers sitting at the greatest 
disituuce frou) tae bosi. Even im our 
colonial days it was customary to 
huve a huge salt cellar in the center 
of the table and the older and more 
important personages sat above the 
salt cellar toward the host who sat 
at the head of the table, while those 
less important sat below that point. 

With such apn arrangement it was 
possible to have almost the entire 
household—save for those who were 
serving the meal—to sit at the same 
time without embarrassment to any- 
one. Sometimes, in these days, em- 
barrassing questions come up con- 
cerning the placing of members of 
one’s household at the dinner table. 

“Shouldn't the housekeeper be 
seated with members of the family 
at dinner?” writes a woman who its 
so employed. 

Obviously it 1s not for the house- 
keeper to decide but for those who 
employ her, and if she feels that 
not to have meals with the family 
is an act of disrespect to her why, 
then, for her own peace of mind she 
ought to find employment somewhere 
else.

BULL ASSOCIATIONS HELPFUL 


Acted as Wedge to Stimulate Dairy 
Interest and Promote Better 
Methods In South. 


(Prepared by the United States BDepart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Ag example of how bull assocl- 
ations, urgunized through the belp of 
the United States Department of Ag 
riculture, act as a wedge te stimulate 
dairy ipterest ard premote better 
dairy methods in a community is tl- 
lustrated by the work which bas been 


done in Spartanburg county, S. C. 
Five years ago little dairying was 
done in this county, according to | 


dairymen of the department, but now 
the Industry is making rapid progress 
and up-to-date methods are being pruc- 
ticed largely as a result of the organ. 
ization of a bull association. 
The interest in dairying dates from 
the beginning of the purebred bull 
movement In the vicinity of Campobel-

Following this a datrymen's picnic 
and exhibition of live stock was held, 
and us a result of extension work car 
ried on by the dairy division of the 
depurtment in co-operation with Clem- 


son Agricultural college. more peopte 
becaine Interested and bought cows. 
In 1917 a co-operative bull association 
was organized, from which developed 
a live stock show, and the members of 
the assoclation developed a keen inter- 
est [np comparing the dairy animals 
they raised. 

Another show was held in 1920, at 
which prizes, offered by merchants and 
bankers consisting of cash, merchan- 
dise, and savings accounts” were 
awarded. One of the features of the 
show was a program of short talks on 
locul problems by the county agent, 
feuding farmers, and representatives 
of the commercial club and the State 
Jersey Breeders’ assoctation.

SPRAY TO KEEP FLIES AWAY 


Best Time to Apply Repellent ts in 
Morning After Milking or Early 
In Afternoon, 


To keep cows quiet and contented 
they should be sprayed to keep flies 
off. A good time to spray Is after 
milking in the morning and before 
intiking time in the afternoon. 

With a portable cart, made from a 
half barrel by attaching wheels and 
a spray pump and nozzle, two men 
can spray 40 cows In five minutes 
Thirty gallons of mixture will spray 
40 cows twice a day for 10 days. 

Formula: 4% quarts coal tar dip. 
4% quarts fish ofl, 3 quarts coal oll, 
8 quarts whale oil and 14% quarts oll 
of tar. Dissolve 3 pounds laundry 
soap In water, add the above ingredi- 
ents and bring the whole up to 80 
gallons with lukewarm soft water.

Few Plants Required by the Av- 
erage Family. 


Prepare Seed Bed by Forking or 
Spading to Depth of 8 or 9 Inches, 
Working in Well-Rotted Ma- 
nure and Fertilizer.

peppers, sometimes called 
Chinese peppers and Mammoth pep 
pers are becoming more and more pop 
ular as a crop for planting in the home 
garden, Only a few plants are te: 
sary tO supply the family of ave 
size with all the peppers they wii 
want, but it takes good land and ext:: 
cure to produce peppers of high qual 
ity, say garden specialists of the Uni 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
Pepper plants are easily injured 
cold and the plants should. be stint 

in the house, in a hotbed. or in 
greenhouse. Perhaps the best way 
to purchase a dozen or so good posi’ 
from some seedsman or plant grows 

In preparing the soll for pepper 
first spade or fork the land over to 4 
depth of eight or nine inches. At the 
same time work in some well-rotted ta 
hure and a large handful of comime: 
cial fertilizer to each square yard o 
space. This should begdone at least a 
week before the pepper plunts are set 
out. Then loosen the surface thor 
oughly at the time the: plants are set 
Frequent cultivation ts necessary, and 
ah occasional application of weak li 
quid twanure to the soil around the 
plants will keep them growing vigor 
ously. Lurge, tender peppers can only 
be produced on thrifty plants, and ou 
order to keep the plants producing ull 
the peppers should be kept picked of) 
and none allowed to ripen. 

Ruby King, Chinese Giant, and 
Large Bell or Bull Nose are among the 
leading varieties of the large sweei 
peppers. Pimento peppers are mild in 
flavor and are largely grown in the 
Southern states for making the pimen 
iv plekled peppers. ‘Phe pimento pep 
pers can be used in the same way a- 
the regular sweet peppers, or they muy 
be left on the plants until red ripe 
then used for canning.
